obtained 
tape 
recordings,

detailed account of their private 
conversations The only dispute 
that 
remains

brought up the suggestion of 
murder Each man swears it 
was the other 
To understand this bizarre 
tale 
of 
intrigue 
some 
background 
is 
necessary. 
Federal prosecutors are in­ 
vestigating 
charges 
that 
Helstoski collected kickbacks 
from illegal aliens in return for 
introducing 
private 
im­ 
migration 
bills. 
These 
bills 
stopped, at least temporarily, 
their deportation. 
His form er aide, 
Albert 
DeFalco, 
already 
has 
been 
convicted of shaking down the 
aliens for $36.000 At DeFalco’s 
trial, the Congressman said he 
had introduced the bills out of 
sympathy for the aliens and had 
not participated in any kickback 
arrangement 
The most damaging witness 
against DeFalco was a Chilean, 
named Oswaldo Aguirre, whom 
the prosecutors are also using to 
bqild 
a 
case 
against 
the 
Congressman. 
The 
investigation 
was 
dragging on for 16 months Last 
October Helstoski came across a 
news item about Peroff The 
paper quoted the racketeer as 
boasting: "I made my name 
smuggling people and money 
out, using planes That was my 
thing...In Chile, we smuggled 
out damn near a billion dollars, 
and some of that was for 
American companies " 
The impressed Helstoski sent 
Peroff a cryptic letter on his

Helstoski showed up with his 
blonde secretary, Kathy Dunn 
The Congressman told Peroff 
that he wanted to hire an in­ 
vestigator to go to Chile and 
check into the background of the 
government 
witnesses, 
par­ 
ticularly Aguirre 


Peroff 
bragged 
about 
his 
criminal accomplishments and 
offered to accept the Chilean 
assignment 
for $50,000 
The 
Congressman complained that 
the price was too high He was 
sufficiently 
interested 
in 
Peroff’s services, however, to 
ask for a second meeting 
Helstoski claimed afterward, 
according to the tapes, that all 
he wanted Peroff to do was seek 
out “ the truth ” But Peroff 
contended: "That's not all he 
wanted. He said he thought the 
men (witnesses) had unsavory 
pasts, and he wanted me to 
bring back evidence of it. But he 
also said that if I couldn't find 
legitimate evidence, I was to

Statisticians put this at an in­ 
crease of some $58 U> $80 a man 
per week in cash 
And then there's the URW bid 
for a limitless Cost of Living 
Allowance in the new three-year 
contract.

Women’s lib groups 
scrutinized by FBI 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — "There was no reason for us to continue 
surveillance of the groups,” a Kansas Nity FBI agent said Tuesday 
when asked why his office had coordinated surveillance of women's 
liberation groups in Kansas and Missouri. 
“I’m searching for the reason myself,” Bill Williams, FBI district 
director said. 
The Senate Intelligence Committee revealed Monday the FBI had 
studied newly organized women’s liberation groups in Kansas City, 
Columbia, Mo., Lawrence, Kan., Baltimore, Md., and New York. 
The FBI was trying to determine if the groups might advocate social 
revolution. 
“I think it’s the funniest thing I ever heard,” Julie Munday, for­ 
mer feminist leader in Lawrence, Kan., said Tuesday when told the 
FBI had infiltrated the group she helped establish. 
“It’s sad, but funny. What a waste of time for them I hope they 
enjoyed themselves,” the former Kansas University student and 
organizer of the 1972 February Sisters group on campus said. 
“We sort of assumed at the time the FBI was in all probability 
keeping tabs on those involved," said Linda Phelps, 33, who was a 
student at the University of Missouri-)-Kansas City during the time 
the surveillance took place. 
Ms. Phelps was an organizer of the Women's Liberation Union in 
Kansas City, one group the FBI studied. The union issued a 
statement expressing satisfaction with disclosure of the activity. 
“The importance of the disclosures is in making the general public 
aware of the extent of government surveillance of citizens' private 
activities,” the statement read in part. 
The FBI watched the groups from April to October, 1970. It 
stopped the operation when it determined the women were not 
revolutionaries 
One informer told the FBI that members of the women's 
movement “are not revolutionaries and would not help anyone in a 
revolution until the oppression of women was solved first and 
completely.”

DEAR POLLY — My coppertone refrigerator is 
twelve years old. I would like to know how to clean it 
since it no longer shines Some red nail polish was spill­ 
ed on the top also, and I do not know how to remove it. 
Any help will be appreciated — NANCY 
DEAfl NANCY — I suppose you have washed your 
refrigerator with a non-abrasive household cleanser, but 
I wonder if you have ever used a good kitchen wax on it. 
That should make it shine. It seems nail polish remover 
or a paint thinner, used quickly and carefully, should 
remove the red polish. If done quickly it should not 
penetrate the baked enamel finish on a refrigerator. It 
will doubtless be dull where the polish was removed, but 
apply kitchen wax there also. — POLLY.

S P R IN G F IE L D -

beginning of Lent has been 
chosen by the United States 
Catholic Conference of Bishops 
as the time to begin the ex­ 
planation of the new rite of 
penance to the Catholics of the 
nation. 
Vatican Council II mandated 
the revision of the rite in the 
Constitution 
on 
the 
Sacred 
Liturgy in 1964 and the Vatican 
Congregation for Divine Wor­ 
ship issued the new rite in 
December 1973 ..‘‘so that the 
celebration of the sacrament 
may be more fully understood 
by the faithful." 
Smce then, priests have ex­ 
perimented with some of the 
suggested changes in the rite 
with their penitents. In the next 
year, 
priests are asked to 
prepare 
their 
parishioners 
gradually for the permanent 
practice of the rite of recon­ 
ciliation as of Nov. 28,1977 
The 
sacram ent 
rem ains 
essentially 
the same. 
The 
celebration of the ritual has 
been changed to emphasize the 
mercy of God and his healing 
power 
In a letter to the priests of the 
Spnngfieid-Cape 
Giarardeau 
Diocese, Bishop Bernard Law 
urges that the emphasis be 
placed on penance as an en­ 
counter with Christ in His par­ 
doning and in His healing power. 
"What is hoped for is a renewed 
and deepened appreciation of 
the sacrament, both on the part 
of

confessor and

penitent." 
The change in the ritual most 
likely to be noted by penitents is 
the increased part« pa tier of the 
priest and penitent together 
The new form calls for a prayer 
to the Holy Spirit together, an 
optional reflection on the Word

the option provided for in the 
new rite of a reconciliation 
room, where priest and penitent 
can meet face to face. Until this 
revision, the sacrament was

My Job 
In many ways the life of an ambas­ 
sador is just as glamourous and as ex­ 
citing as we sometimes see it shown in 
motion pictures. You go to dances and 
formal dinners, and you meet with 
many important people. 


And it is also a lot of work. I spend 
many long hours in my wood-paneled 
office in our very attractive embassy, 
reading and reading— telegrams, let­ 
ters, reports and recommendations — 
and writing my own telegrams and re­ 
ports and recommendations. 


A good deal of my time is also spent 
in meetings, largely with my own em­ 
bassy staff of Americans, and with 
Ghanaian government officials. These 
meetings are mostly about the rela­ 
tions between the United States and 
Ghana. We are the largest buyer of 
Ghana’s major export, cocoa beans 
(from which chocolate is made), and 
Ghana buys a good deal of the U.S.’s 
m anufactured goods. The United 
States also has a large aid program to 
help Ghana improve its agriculture, 
health and management techniques 
among other things.

Although he has his 
own business that he has to take care 
of, an ocean and fresh water research 
and fisheries company with offices in 
the United States and other nations, 
he spends as much time as possible in 
Ghana. Until the late part of Sep­ 
tember my oldest daughter Susan was 
also living with us.

My two other children Charles 
Junior and Lori, are both still in college 
in the United States and can only visit 
us here on their vacations. This is the 
first time our family has been so widely 
separated and I find this the saddest 
part of being an Ambassador.
